Bourienne, &c. Two of the subjoined 
letters which announce to Josephine the 
battle of Eylau, are: remarkable exam- 
ples of the conciseness which distin- 
guishes Napoleon’s style. The circum- 
stances attending the battle are sketch- 
ed in half a dozen lines as clearly and 
as vividly as ina bulletin of as many 
pages. 

TO THE EMPRESS, IN PARIS. 
Wittemberg, February Ist 1807. 

“Your letter of the 11th’ from Mentz 

made me laugh. 


I am now forty leagues from Warsaw. 
The weather is cold but fine.

undisturbed by any expression of my 
affliction. 

‘‘My prayers for your Majesty’s 
happiness are unceasing: perhaps | 
sometimes add a hope for some future 
meeting; but be assured, Sire, that I 
will respect to the utmost the sacred- 
ness of your present position.

Funeral of the Keng of Madagascar.— 
Radama, twe King of Madagascar, died 
on the 27th of July, 1828. Onthe 4th 
of August from twenty-five to thirty 
thousand persons assembled at the 
capital; and they continued to assem- 
ble in immense numbers. for another 
eight days.—Tens of thousands were 
working hard, in the mean time, ‘o - 
form atomb of immense size for the 
reception of the body. On the 12th 
of August, it was deposited with great 
pomp, but much silence. 

The Coffin was of silver, 8 feet 
long, 3 1-2 deep, 1nd3 1-2 wide. The 
plates of which it was composed, were 
rivetted together with nails made of 
Spanish dollars. The cost of the plates 
nails and labor was ¢12000. Immense 
quantities of treasures were also placed 
in the coffin besides 10,000 hard dol- 
lais, for thecorpse to lie upon. The 
following valuable artic'es were also 
buried, ehiefly on and arround the out- 
side of the coffin: 

Eighty suits of very costly British 
uniforms, hats, and feathers; a golden 
helmet, gorgets, epauletts, sashes, gold 
spurs, very valuable swords, daggers, 
spears, (two of gold) beautiful pistols, 
muskets, fowling pieces, watches, 
rings, broaches, and trinkits: a large 
and splendid solid gold cup; a whole 
superb sideboard of silver plate, and 
great quantities of costly silks, sutins, 
fine cloths, &c. 

Ten favourite bulls, and six fine hor- 
ses, and six more on the neat day. 
During the preparations for ihe funeral 
25,000 oxen, worth five dollars each, 
were also killed for sustepance to the 
greet multitude that thronged the city,
